Response to Amendment 

In response to the After Final filed July 12, 2006 in which the applicant submits arguments, 
claims 145-147 and 154-157 are pending in this application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 145-147 and 154-157 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose nor teach according to claims 145 and 154 an integrated handheld device for measuring and 
displaying distances between a golfer and an object on a golf course having a GPS device connected 
to a computing device for producing measured location information corresponding to a location of 
the GPS device independent of the golf course structure and wherein a representation of the object 
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is displayed on the display as viewed from above the object and the representation automatically 
rotates to orient the representation to coincide with the golfer's line of sight to the object and is 
adapted to selectively display the distance on the apparatus display in combination with the rest of 
the claimed limitation. The closest prior art of Barnard discloses a handheld device displaying the 
distance between a golfer and an object on a golf course having a GPS device connected to the 
computing device and a representation of the image of a particular course map, wherein the 
representation of the particular course map viewed from above the green and providing a zoom 
feature that increases or decreases the size of the displayed object. Barnard fails to disclose a 
representation of the green is displayed on the display as viewed from a above the green and the 
representation automatically rotates to orient the representation to coincide with the golfer's line of 
sight to the green in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations.
